Francis Joseph had been In feeble 
health for several years and his death 
w as not unexpected.

(Br A ssociated P ress) 
Washington, D. O., Nov. 15.—Of the 
many unexpected duties the United 
States has found thrust upon it by the 
world war one of the strangest is that 
of rescuing adventurous boys who en­ 
list In the European armies. 
There have been more than a thou 
sands such cases since the war began, 
and even now’ letters praying for the 
release of young soldiers of fortune 
pour in tho state department at the 
rate of fifty a day. It has been neces­ 
sary to assign an official to give spe­ 
cial attention to the subject.

same. 
The youngster, generally be 
tween 16 and 20, suddenly disappears 
and is next heard from when he writes 
home from Canada or England that 
he has had enough of war and wants 
to come home. 
Then follows an almost tornado-like 
correspondence in which officials, pa­ 
rents. congressmen and persons who 
think they can hurry the processes of 
diplomacy by their Influence become 
sympathetic, tearful, importunate or 
mandatory. 
The red tape of govern­ 
mental business, how-ever. 
unwinds 
slowly and finally the consul general 
in london or Ottawa, or somewhere 
else, or perhaps the American em­ 
bassy, makes representations to the 
foreign government and the adven­ 
turer is released and sent home. 
Until recently the British govern­ 
ment has been promptly releasing all 
'Americans under 21 on the request of 
the United States government on the 
ground that it is illegal for such 
a 
person to enlist in a foreign army 
without parents’ consent.

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Great Demand in Germ any for Seed 
and Meal at the Close of the 
W ar, is Prediction. 


M o st 
Destructive 
of 
Cotton 
Insect statew ide M eeting to Be Held at Fort 


Pests Discovered in Laguna D is­ 
trict of Southern Coahuil*. 


Germany is going to be in the mar 
ket for millions of tons of cotton seed 
meal and all kinds of oil seeds at the 
close of the war and as soon as the 
British blockade is lifted, Edwin W. 
Thompson of the Bureau of Commerce 
of the United States, told a group of 
cotton oil men in an address recently. 
Mr. ThotMison has been attached to 
the American embassy at Berlin for 
four years, and is in America to help 
American manufacturers prepare for 
conditions in foreign trade which a 
declaration of peace will bring. 
Normally Germany imports nearly 
2 million tons of oil seeds of all kinds. 
Mr. Thompson said. 
Since the war. 
however, they have imported nothing, 
with the result th at all their mills are 
closed and their supply of oils has 
been completely 
exhausted. 
There 
will be a great rush on the part of 
these mill operators to replenish the 
oil supply when the war is over, and , 
the demand on the markets of the 
world will be great. 
While their demands for cotton seed 
will be great, their need for cotton 
seed meal will be even greater. Mr. 
Thompson said, and they will be in 
position to take at high prices all that 
America can supply. 
Mr. Thompson 
estimated that there are 17 million 
head of cattle remaining in Germany 
at the present time. 
The supply of 
protein feedstuffs has been complete­ 
ly exhausted since the blockade be­ 
came effective, however, and these an­ 
imals are in poor condition. 
The first 
step after the war will he to feed 
them as food such feedstuffs as can 
be found in an effort t^ build up tho 
stock again. 
Millions of tons of cot­ 
ton seed meal will be necessary for 
this. 
W ill Look to America. 
The greater part of this demand will 
come to America as the source of sup­ 
ply, Mr. Thompson said. 
British and 
Russian sources will be shut oft from 
Germany because of the need of those 
countries for all they can produce and 
for the reason that they will be antag­ 
onistic to Germany. 
This fact, coupled with the fact that 
Germany will be in the m arket for 5 
million bales of cotton when the war 
is over, and the added fact that for 
nearly two years and a half the world 
has not been able to get its normal 
supply of cotton, 
Justify 
American 
farmers in raising as much cotton as 
possible, 
provided they do not 
at­ 
tempt to market it until conditions 
are right, Mr. Thompson said. 
There 
is a great shortage of clothing in all 
the European countries, as the great 
spinning centers have been closed by 
the w'ar. 
The people will have to be 
clothed and. if 
the 
farmers of the 


South can furnish the cotton, they will 
reap the reward, he believes. 
Mr. Thompson warned the cotton 
seed crushers, however, against turn­ 
ing out a poor grade of linters. 
In an 
effort to meet the demand and be­ 
cause the European buyers could not 
afford to discriminate in their great 
need, the crushers have been m arket­ 
ing a very bad grade of linters, he 
said. 
These could be used 
in 
the 
manufacture of guniam der, for which 
they have been used almost exclusive­ 
ly. 
But as soon as the war is over 
the spinners will want 
linters 
for 
spinning purposes, and the American 
crushers must be in position to sup­ 
ply the 
demand 
with a high grade 
product or suffer the consequences, he 
declared.

Tine. This area is continuous with the 
Imperial Valley of California, is de­ 
voted to the culture of the same kind 
of cotton, and is largely settled by 
Americans. 
In view of the unity of 
cotton culture in the valley and the 
entire separation of the Mexican por­ 
tions of the area from 
continental 
Mexico by the Gulf of California and 
wide expanses of desert country, it is 
not considered necessary to change 
the existing regulations there. 
The 
growers of this valley on both sides 
of tile international 
line, however 
will be warned of the danger and it is 
expected naturally will refrain from 
any traffic, if such exists, in cotton 
or cotton seed and seed products from 
those parts of Mexico against which 
the quarantine has been promulgated. 
As to continental Mexico, however, 
involving the five states of 
Nuevo 
Leon. Coahuila, Durango, Chihuahua 
and Tamaulipas, the discovery of the 
pink boll worm in the Laguna district 
makes it absolutely imperative that 
further movement of cotton seed and 
hulls be stopped. 
This has been ef­ 
fected by the order issued by the sec­ 
retary of agriculture, 
revoking tho 
amendments to the cotton seed quar­ 
antine which permitted such 
move­ 
ment from these states. 
The control 
of the movement of lint cotton from 
these states of Northern Mexico has 
been effected by a revision of quar­ 
antine regulations which will necessi­ 
tate the transportation by water route 
of Mexican cotton intended for the 
United States 
to 
specific northern 
ports of entry where disinfection and 
compliance with the other features of 
the regulations can be made. 
The establishment of the pink boll 
worm in Mexico presents one of the 
greatest menaces which has come to 
American cotton culture In its his­ 
tory. 
This insect in India. Egypt, Ha­ 
waii and other foreign cotton produc­ 
ing countries has shown a capacity for 
damage exceeding that of 
the boll 
weevil. 
This t possibility of damage 
lias warranted the Department of Ag­ 
riculture, under the authority of the 
plant quarantine act, to make the most 
strenuous efforts to exclude this in­ 
sect from the United States. This has 
involved, as already noted, the regu­ 
lation of the entire cotton importing 
business, representing a value of im 
ports of from 30 to 50 million dollars 
annually, and the control of the utili­ 
zation of foreign cottons in all of our 
spinning, weaving and 
waste mills 
and other factories utilizing such cot 
tons in any raw state. 
The Laguna district, where the in 
sect has been discovered, represents 
one of the most important cotton pro 
ducing areas in Mexico. 
It is an ele 
vated plateau region near San Pedro 
in Central Northern Mexico. 
Cotton 
culture is there more Intensively pros 
ecuted than anywhere else In Mexico, 
and it is possible that this very inter 
est in cotton culture has led to the in

rieties from Egypt or other foreign 
sources. The discovery that the worm 
exists in Mexico resulted from 
the 
sending by a planter of the Laguna 
district to the federal horticultural 
board for determination some cotton 
bolls from his plantation which 
he 
supposed to be infested with the com­ 
mon boll weevil, 
An examination of 
tills material showed that the infest­ 
ing insect is the dreaded pink boll 
worm of Egypt and India. 
The pink boll worm hibernates in 
the larval state in the Beed, and in this 
way is readily carried to any quarter 
of the world by seed exportation. The 
adult Insect is 
a small moth. 
The 
worm attacks the immature 
cotton 
bolls and, In severe eases, reduces the 
yield 50 per cent. 
In addition to this, 
the aiRpunt of oil obtained from the 
seed of infested cotton is lessened 
from 15 to 20 per cent. 
In announcing the discovery of the 
pink boll worm near American cotton 
producing areas, the Department 
of 
Agriculture urges that all cotton in- 
terests give assistance to the federal 
authorities in preventing any move­ 
ment in violation of the new amend­ 
ments of cotton seed, 
cotton 
seed 
hulls, seed cotton or cotton line from 
Mexico into the United States. 


Realizing fully the demand for the

The policemen have been told that for 
the first few days not to make any ar­ 
rests for violations, but as soon as 
the people have had the proper train­ 
ing all violators can expect t) pay a 
fine for violations.

When the Eagle editor was shown 
through the plant this morning and 
was given a look at the thousands of 
turkeys on hand, both live and dress 
ed. it did not look possible that any 
table in Bryan could he short a tur­ 
key to grace the board on Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day. 
T here are plenty of them, 
the price being the only barrier. 
^ j 
The plant consists of an 
engine 
room, cooling room, packing room and 
dressing room. 
In the engine room a 
splendid 15-horsepower gasoline en­ 
gine is connected with the cold m ak­ 
ing machine and from It the frigidity 
Is carried to the cooling and packing 
rooms, where large pipes covered with 
a thick coating of Ice and frost pro- | 
duce a veritable North Pole tem pera­ 
ture all the time. 
In the cooling room rows and rows 
of cooling frames are filled with dress­ 
ed turkeys, and after they are thor­ 
oughly chilled they are taken into the 
packing room, packed In barrels, la­ 
beled and rolled out to waiting oars 
on the siding, and then to the markets 
in various cities both In and out of 
Texas. 
The dressing room was decidedly 
the busiest and most Interesting place 
about the plant. 
In this room the tur­ 
keys are slaughtered, picked and made 
ready for 
the 
cooling room. 
Here 
many people— men. women and boys— 
are given employment as pickers and 
while there this morning we counted 
58 people at work In this room and all 
rushing like the house was on fire. 
They are paid four cents for picking 
hens and five cents for gobblers, and 
Uhecker Spell Informed us they pick 
from IOO to 125 each per day. 
We are 
also informed the plant handles dally 
four thousand and more turkeys. 
As will be seen, this 
enterprise 
gives employment to a large number 
of people, from 05 to 75, all drawing 


good wages and is therefore a big help 
to the retail business of the city, as 
Hie employes all live here and spend 
their money with Bryan merchants. 
Mr. Smith began the poultry business 
in Bryan a few' years ago on a very 
modest scale, but by hard work and 
close attention to business he Is now 
one of the largest and best equipped 
IHMiltry dealers in Texas. 
His enter­ 
prise Is to be commended.
